Greatest Spectacle Ever Given 
on Admission Day 


San Francisco.—California placed 
on view in Exposition City Septem- 
ber 9 her choicest display, the flower 
of her sons and daughters garnered 
from every corner of the State. They 
marched in perfect time from the 
Ferry to the Van Ness avenue gate, 
Native Sons from north and south, 
from the great central valleys and 
the bay counties. 

It was a spectacle to inspire na- 
tive and visitor alike, and through- 
out the long march handclap and 
cheer attested the appreciation of 
the tireless spectators. Crowds who 
jammed the curbs all along the route 
stood uneomplaining for. three solid 
hours, and nowhere did the’ press of 
onlookers thin until the last float 
had moved beyond sight. 

Not only was it the most com- 
pleto and best managed parade in 
San Francisco’s history, but it was 
also one of the largest. Estimates 
placed the number of marchers at 
from ten to twenty thousand. The 
Exposition figures were 9,720. 

From the start until the Exposi- 
tion was reached, an army of well- 
trained troops could not have per- 
formed better. 

Even the Columbia Park Boys, lit- 
tle brown-clad fellows looking like 
animated teddy bears, whose _ legs 
could hardly measure the time of 
the preceding band, bore the strain 
of the long grind with as much 
fortitude as the mounted police and 


regular troops who headed. the 
parade. 
The fioats were distributed 


throughout the line of march to re- 
lieve any possible tedium of march- 
ing columns. The San Francisco 
parlors of Native Sons and Daught- 
ers outnumbering those of any other 
county also were separated at in- 
tervals by parlors from other sec- 
tions of the State. 

The poppy was the theme of most 
of the decorative effects. Never be- 
fore, perhaps, had that flower been 
worked into such a variety of har- 
monious designs. 

Sonoma county introduced her fa- 
mous rosebud to the floral festival. 
The float of La Estrella Parlor was 
decorated with this distinctive 
flower, and the decorative plan was 
carried to the dresses of the group 
of young women who topped: the 
float. 

Southern California was strongly 
represented. In the military divi- 
sion of the parade was the Seventh 
Infantry, N. G. C., a Los Angeles 
regiment now in camp at Fort Win- 
fleld Scott. Farther down in the 
parade the Los Angeles police band

Be Used for War Purposes 


Berlin.—German cotton mep are 
taking up earnestly the plan to 
purchase American cotton. They 
have sent a wireless to the German 
consul at New York August 31 
offering to buy one million bales of 
the staple , at 15 cents per pound on 
delivery of the cotton in a German 
harbor.. The message was signed 
by the Deutsche Dresdener and Dis- 
conte banks of Berlin and the Na- 
tional Bank of Bremen. 

' The intending purchasers, through 
the president of the Bremen Cham- 
ber of Commerce, have assured the 
consulate and the embassy at Wash- 
ington that they were in a position 
to provide adequate guarantees that 
the cotton would not be used for 
military. or naval purposes, but 
purely indusfrially. 

They added as substantiation that 
the military and naval authorities 
have on hand cotton consignments 
covering over two years and that 
cotton for -explosives is not included 
‘this as’ new processes and sub- 
-atitutes have enabled the govern- 
ment ‘to dispense “with the use of 
“eotton for explosives and none is 
being

THOUSANDS CROWD THE STREETS, 


Sons and Daughters Enjoy the|Many Cities Represented a) 


Delegations and Beautiful 
Floats Fill Line of March 


Los Angeles and member of the 
City Council. 

Mayor Rolph was a marcher, too. 
He headed Hespefian Parlor No. 137 
of the Native Sons, of which he has 
been a member for twenty-five years, 
choosing to walk with his lodge as- 
sociates of a lifetime rather than 
ride with the silk-tiled officials in 
the automobile section at the front. 

Stockton Native Sons came to San 
Francisco with an idea that proved 
an immensely popular one. Forty 
automobiles, decorated in gold crepe 
paper, carried the white uniformed 
members of Stockton Parlor No. 7. 
Each automobile displayed a paint- 
ing indicative of the resources of 
the San Joaquin Valley. Souvenir 
bags of flour were hurled at the on- 
lookers, who scrambled for the me- 
mentos. 

Contemporaneous history seemed 
to lend an interest, silent, almost 
solemn, to the military contingent, 
who followed the mounted police, 
and the officials. There were not 
many cheers, but every spectator 
gazed with rapt, almost fascinated 
concentration as the soldiers and 
sailors passed. 

Af interesting float was that of 
Oakdale Parlor No. 142.N. 8. Q. W., 
designed to portray the agricultural 
and horticultural resources of Stan- 
islaus county. Above the automo- 
bile rose a pyramid of the fruit and 
vegetable products of the county, 
surmounted by an attractive young 
woman, who smiled the good will of 
Stanisiaus to thé applauding throng. 

When the automobiles bearing the 
Society of California Pioneers, the 
Women’s Auxiliary of the same or- 
ganization, and the Association of 
Pioneer Women of California rolled 
along behind the military division, 
the crowd voiced its admiration until 
everybody was hoarse. 

Next came the past grand presi- 
dents of the two orders of native 
Californians, followed by the Pio- 
neers’ float, bearing the bear flag 
worked out in flowers. 

A provisional regiment of Coast 
Artillerymen, made up from the 
troops who man the big guns at the 
Presidio and Fort Scott, led, fol- 
lowed by the marines from the Ex- 
position. Next came the sailors of 
the cruiser South Dakota, the bat- 
tleship Oregon, and the cruiser Mil- 
waukee. The sprightly boys from 
Goat Island, marching and maneuv- 
ering with the dash of their well 
trained youth, stirred the popular 
chord of patriotism in the specta- 
tors. 

After the lads from the training 
station came the Southern California 
National Guardsmen, the rear 
brought up by their machine gun 
company. The mounted bard of 


the First Cavalry, an always en- 
joyable feature, led the provisional 
Squadron of that regiment now at 
the Presidio.

His Efforts to Mai to Maintain Peace, 
“ike Envoy Has Been Told, 
Kaiser is With Him 


New York.—‘There will be no war 
between the United States and Ger- 
many if I can prevent it.” 

This statement made by 
Count von Bernstorff to a friend at 
the Rits-Carlton before the publica- 
tion of the interview in which the 
German Ambassador was quoted as 
saying that a severance of diplomatic 
relations between. the United 
States and Germany would precipi- 
tate war within two or three days. 
Ambassador von Bernstorff denounc- 
ed this interview as an imposture. ~ 

The Count’s sudden departure for 
Washington last Sunday closely fol- 
lowing the repudiated ‘‘war § state- 
ment,’’ caused widespread discussion 
among his friends and prompted one 
to explain the whole situation. Until 
now Ambassador von. Bernstorft’s 
private views have been kept secret. 

The alleged misquotation of the 
Ambassador’s position, however, led 
to the revelation of what is said to 
be his real attitude. 

“Count von Bernstorff does not be- 
lieve that a war between Germany 
and this republic is possible,’ said 
the informant of the International 
News Service. ‘“‘He has frequently 
told me that his chief aim at present 
is to prevent a rupture in the diplo- 
matic relations between the 
countries. In his efforts to maintain 
peace Count von Bernstorff has been 
told by his home government that it 
stands firmly behind him. The Count 
has frequently stated to me that 
England’s agents in this country are 
doing all they can to embroii the 
United States in the present conflict 
and align her on the side of the allies. 


STRANGLERS KILL 
RiCH N.Y. WIDOW 


Mysterious Tragedy Near Fifth 
Avenue Amid Great Mansions 
of Wealthy Residents 


New York.—Mrs. Elizabeth Nich- 
ols, widow of James W. Nichols, one 
of the founders of the wholesale 
grocery house of Austin Nichols 
and Company, one of the largest 
and oldest firms of its kind in the 
United States, was strangled to 
death in her home, 4 East 79th 
street, Wednesday night, September 
8, by two armed robbers. This 
tragedy closely follows a somewhat 
similar attack upon Mrs. J. Ogden 
Armour in Chicago. 

Mrs. Nichols had $500,000 worth 
of jewels in a strong box in her 
bed-room. She carried the key to 
this strong box on a ribbon about 
her neck. Inspector Faurot said 
the thieves got the key but he re- 
fused to say if they got the jewels. 


ACTRESS, WHO STARTED 
CAREER IN S. F, DEAD 


San Francisco.—Christine Nielsen, a 
clever California actress, died in Lon- 
don September 10, after a short ill- 
ness. A severe cold developed into 
pneumonia. She had been appearing 
in vaudeville. Christine Nielsen was 
the daughter of Policeman Jacob L.

Motorman Blamed for Accident 
by Palmer, President of 
Northwestern Pacific 


San Francisco.—Over a score of 
persons were injured, at least four 
of them seriously, when a Sausalito- 


bound electric train, flying reckless- 
ly past a warning semaphore, 
crashed into a steam express at the 
north portal of the tunned on the 
Northwestern Pacific line near Corte 
Madera, a few minutes before 3 
o’clock Thursday afternoon, Sep- 
tember 9. 

The injured included several peo- 
ple of prominence, among them Miss 
Louisiana Foster, daughter of A. W. 
Foster, former president -of the 
Northwestern Pacific; Dr. Kuno 
Meyer, noted German professor of 
the Celtic language, who has been 
delivering lectures at the University 
of California, and Dr. and Mrs. E. J. 
Butler of San Diego. 

Dr. Meyer was the most seriously 
injured of the four, receiving a 
wrenched back and severe. lacera- 
tions of the head. The physicians 
fear that he may have suffered a 
fracture of the skull. 

Motorman J. Jacobs of the elec- 
tric train, who was seriously hurt, 
was responsible for the accident, 
according to the railroad officials, 
who claim that he disregarded the 
semaphore warning, which indicated 
that another train was passing 
through the tunnel on the single 
track. It is declared that Jacobs 
should have waited on the right- 
hand track without the north portal 
until the line cleared. 


TWENTY-SEVEN PERISH 
OF THIRST ON- DESERT 


Calexico.—Thirty Hindoos and 
Chinese, survivors of a party of 
fifty-seven landed by a British ves- 
sel below the mouth of the Colorado 
river fourteen days ago, were safe 
in Mexicali, Lower California, Sep- 
tember 9, after a terrifying expe- 
rience in the torrid desert below 
the international line.

COMMITS SUICIDE 


George Nelson, Who Fought 100 
Foes All Night, Puts Bullet 
Through His Brain 


IN A NUTSHELL

San Francisco.—The suicide of 
George Nelson, one of the trio that 
robbed the Boyle Heights branch of 
the Los Angeles Savings Bank, in a 
lodging house at Oak and Buchanan 
streets last Sunday morning, after an 
all-night battle with the police, was 
followed by these developments: 

In Los Angeles the police arrested 
William Calish, chum of William 
Juber, one of the bank robbers in 
jail here, and Mary Sigol, sweetheart 
of Calish. The “couple are held as 
suspected accomplices in the bank 
robbery. 

In the room where Nelson died, a 
letter written by Mary Sigol to Nel- 
son was found. 

The local police began a search for 
a woman believed by tenants in the 
Oak and Buchanan streets rooming 
house to be the dead man’s wife.

For many, many 
minutes George Nelson had reposed 
in death on his bloody couch the 
while heavy caliber bullets, bricks 
thrown to enrage him into exposing 
himself had struck all around him 
and the police in the streets had crept 
on hands and knees and held guns 
trained on his place of refuge until 
their arms ached. All that time 
George Nelson lay oblivious to it all, 
no longer in agony, no longer bent 
on his murderous work. 

Across Oak street, in the window 
of the house of Bishop Edwin Holt 
Hughes of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, a glaring searchlight trained 
on the fortress of the besieged bandit, 
was switched off.

METHODS OF FILLING SILOS. 


Careful Tramping and Leveling, To- 
gether With Other Essential 
Features, Are Important. 

(By W. E. MARKEY, Wisconsin Experiment 
Station.) 

Haphazard methods of filling silos 
have spoiled many thousand tons of 
good corn, and often given silage a 
“‘black eye.’’ Careful tramping and 
leveling, together with other essential 
features in filling the silo are import- 
ant, 

Corn makes the best silage when the 
majority of the ears are dented, or 
just beginning to glaze. If corn is put 
into the silo before this stage of ma- 
turity is reached, the silage becomes 
very sour or acid, and is apt to have a 
low feeding value. 

When corn becomes dry from being 
frosted or allowed to get ripe, it will 
make good silage if water is added at 
filling time. Ne definite rule can be 
given as to the right amount of water 
to add, but the aim should be to make 
the moisture content equal to that of 
green corn, 

It is very essential that the cut corn 


be thoroughly mixed after it is elevated |. 


or blown into the silo. If this is not 
done, the heavier portions will fall in 
one place and cause the silage to settle 
unevenly, resulting in much less, due 
to spoiling. 

During the process of filling, the cut 
material should be kept slightly higher 
at the edges than in the center, and 
ell tramped close to the sides where 
friction prevents it from settling. It 
is not necessary to tramp in the center 
of the silo, for the weight of the silage 
there is sufficient to insure thorough 
packing. Silos that are deep and of 
large diameter require less tramping 
than those of smaller dimensions.

Savoy Architect Had It.Over 300 
Years Ago. 


x 


Planned Building 361 Feet in Height, 
But it Remained for America 
to Realize His 
Vision. 


For many years foreigners have re- 


garded the “skyscraper” as something 


typical and es- 
sentially Ameri- 
can. Now a@ con- 
tributor to L’I- 
lustration shat- 
ters the illusion; 
he points out that 
—as far back as 
its origin goes, 
anyway—the sky- 
scraper is not 
American at all. 
The first one was 
Planned over 
three centuries 
ago in a small 
town of Savoy. 

In the year 
1601, Jacques Perret, an architect liv- 
ing in Chambrey, designed a build- 
ing that, although it was never erect- 
ed, may properly claim to be the an- 
cestor of the modern skyscraper. 
What a visionary dreamer must have 
been the architect who 300 years ago 
planned an 11-story building 361 feet 
in height—almost half as. tall as the 
Woolworth building in New York. 

According to Perret’s measurements, 
the building was to have been 166 
feet long’ and 140 feet broad. And 
the walls were to have been over 12 
feet thick! But in 1601 the meth- 
ods of building construction were by 
no Means so modern as Perret’s plans; 
twélve-foot walls- were none ‘tov thick 
to support 11 stories. Here, again, 
however, the ingenuity of the archi- 
tect showed itself, for he found a way 
of making use of the walls without 
weakening their strength. “In the 
thickness of the walls,” he wrote, 
“are little stairways, cabinets and cup- 
boards, from the bottom floor to the 
top floor; thus there is no space 
wasted.” ) 

Evidently the building was designed 
for a dwelling—perhaps an apartment. 
house, for in describing his project, 
Perret wrote: “This great and excel- 
lent edifice can accommodate comfort- 
able 500 people.” - 

Considering the date 6f the design, 
the project of Jacqués Perret was 
in many ways a remarkably prophetic 
yision. In ornateness of detail and in 
fanciful exaggeration the building sug- 
gests the sixteenth century, but in its 
general lines it represents a much 
later period in architecture. Like the 
most modern skyscrapers of New 
York, it has a tower above the main 
building. And when he designed the 
terraced roof, did Jacques Perret 
dream of a roof garden? 


Strength of Cast Iron. 

In a paper recently read before the 
Society of Chemical Industry the state- 
ment was made that the strength of 
cast iron was affected by the addition 
of wrought iron in the following pro- 
portions: With 100 parts of cast iron 
10 parts of wrought iron increases the 
strength 2 per cent; 20 parts of 
wrought iron increases the strength 
82 per cent; 30 parts of wrought iron 
increases the strength 60 per cent; 40 
parts of wrought iron increases the 
strength but 83 per cent. The maxi- 
mum result is therefore produced with 
80 per cent wrought scrap.
